‘BARCELONA, Spain (AP)—A 
chartered airliner crashed into 
a mountain peak Wednesday in 
a dense fog, killing all 32 per- 
sons aboard. Most victims were 
vacationing British students. 

The plane burned after smash- 
ing head on into the 2,400-foot 
high Peak of Man, 25 miles 
' northeast of Barcelona. Flames 
drove rescuers who rushed to 
thé scene from a nearby wea- 
ther station.

Ike Cites 
Need for 
Bigger Aid 
To Allies 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Pres!- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
sent Congress Thursday a mes- 
sage criticizing present appro- 
priations for military aid to U.S. 
allies and other friendly na- 
tions as dangerously low. He 
recommended minimum annual 
military aid of $2,000 million. 

The House-passed foreign aid 
bill now before the Senate pro- 
vided only $1,400 million. 

President Eisenhower indicat- 
ed he is likely to ask Congress 
later this year for more money 
than is provided in that bill. 

At the same time, he sent 
Congress a report of high U.S. 
military experts which said 
United States allies are able to 
assume a larger portion of their 
own defense burdens and an ex- 
panding role in helping the eco- 
nomic progress of less develop 
ed countries. 

The President's message was 
addressed specifically to the 
presiding officers of the Senate 
and the House. Its purpose was 
to send them a 56-page report 
on foreign military aid that was 
compiled by the so-called “Dra- 
per Committee.” This commit- 
teé headed by William H. Draper 
Jr. had been studying foreign 
military aid since last Novem- 
ber at the request of the Pres- 
ident. It has made three ear- 
lier preliminary reports. Thurvw- 
day, it made its final report. 
The report stressed the need 
for constant foreign military 
aid in view of the Communist 
— giobal offensive.” it 
said: 

“We have considered the 
g-avity of the Communist 
threat in all of its aspects— 
political, economic, military 
and subversive. We have taken 
cognizance of the obvious em- 
phasis that the Communists 
place on their expanding global 
Offensive. ... 

“The international objectives 
of the Communists, which their 
leaders have repeatedly slated, 
are being coupled with their 
related and rapidly expanding 
domestic and international eco 
nomic activity. 

“The Soviet Union is making 
a military re compar 
able to that of the United States 
..« their objective of equal 
and exceeding the United States 
in selected areas of their own 
choosing has provided an wun- 
usual psychological stimulation 
to their people which we must 


to our own cause.”

10-Year Pact

Speaking at a discussion meet- 
ing on security treaty problems, 
Fujiyama said that while Japan 
counted heavily on the United 
Nations for the preservation of 
world peace, a collective and 
bilateral security system was 
also necessary for the purpose. 

The Foreign Minister ignored 
demands that the term of the 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty 
should be made flexible be 
cause of the rapid change in the 
world situation. 

Any collective sys- 
tem must be assured stability 
for a certan period of time, he 
said. The North Atlantic Treaty 
is effective for 20 years, while 
the military alliance treaty be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Red 
China has an effective period of 
30 years. Ten years is a proper 
period for the Japan-U.S. Secu- 
rity Treaty judging from the 
present world situation, he add- 
ed at the meeting held at Hotel 
New Osaka. 

The Foreign Minister later 
met the press and denied again 
as erroneous the Socialist charge 
that inclusion of the principle 
of the Vandenberg Resolution 
in the revised treaty would be 
a violation of the Constitution. 
He said Japan would not be ob- 
liged to increase its defense 
strength merely because the re- 
solution is incorporated in the 
revised pact. 

Referring to the Japan-Re- 
public of Korea talks, the For- 
eign Minister said he was realy 
to negotiate for repatriation of 
Koreans in Japan to South Ko- 
rea if Seoul did not tie it up 
with the issue of the volun- 
tary return of Koreans to Com- 
munist North Korea.

(AP)—Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev’s reported proposal to let West Germany 
take over West Berlin with a guaranteed access to 
the city under the condition that the Big Three end 


Berlin's occupation is causing 
considerable stir in diplomatic 
circles here. 

The Soviet leader’s sugges- 
tion was brought to President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower by his 
brother, Dr. Milton Eisenhower, 
authoritative sources reported 
Wednesday. Khrushchev ex 
plained his idea in the course 
of a private meeting with Dr. 
Eisenhower who accompanied 
Vice President Richard Nixon 
on his recent trip to the Soviet 
Union. 

Official Washington Wednes- 
day maintained its no-comment 
attitude. Presidential Press 
Secretary James Hagerty declin- 
ed to comment in Gettysburg 
where the President is vaca- 
tioning. The U.S. State Depart- 
ment issued this statement: 

“The State Department has 
no knowledge of such a pro- 
posal having been made by Mr. 
Khrushchev.” 

At least two top-ranking 
Western diplomats called on the 
State Department to inquire 
about details.

No skirmishes have 
been reported from thesé 
southern provinces. 

A Defense Ministry spokes- 
man said the Communist move- 
ment was aimed at spreading 
government forces thin over a 
wide area so the rebels could 
concentrate on retaking the 
Samneua and Phongsaly Pro- 
vinces formerly controlled by 
the Red Pathet Lao. 

The Defense Ministry spokes- 
man said “the principal Com- 
munist objective still is to re- 
cover the Samneua and Phong- 
saly Provinces and reestablish 
the same position as before the 
integration accords of 1956-57.” 
The agreements ended Pathet 
Lao rule of these two provinces 


and ordered integration of 
Pathet Lao soldiers into the 
Royal Army. 


He atided that another goal 
is to provide a return of the 
international control commis- 
sion to restore order.

The problem of the refugees 
and expellees is, in its dimen- 
sions and consequences, unique. 
It constitutes a heavy burden 
on the economic resources of 
the Federal Republic. On the 
other hand, the Federal Repub- 
lic has received a noteworthy 
stimulus from the. imperative 
necessity of providing housing 
and work for the homeless. 
Much has been done by the au- 
thorities to help the refugees, 
whose efforts to help themselves 
and gain a new footing in their 
new environment are no less 
praiseworthy.

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The Shipping Industry 


The reconstruction of the Japanese shipping industry 
continues to be widely debated in economic circles. The 
White Paper, issued recently by the Transportation Min- 
istry, called for basic measures to help shipping enterprises 
out of their present plight. 

Owing to low freight rates and gradually increasing 
transportation costs, the shipping companies are finding 
difficulty in paying shipping depreciation charges while 
the interest charges on their heavy shipbuilding debts are 
matters of constant concern. The scaling down of these 
interest charges is the natural desire of the shipping com- 
panies in the way of solving at least part of their problems, 


According to the White Paper, the gross receipts of 
the 53 ocean shipping companies, which owed the Gov- 
ernment the interest differential debts, fell by ¥45,600 mil- 
lion or 21 per cent in fiscal 1958 from the level for the 
previous year. Their profits before payment of -_ 
depreciation charges declined to a fourth of the fiscal 195 
level. 

Further, the companies paid only 40 per cent of the 
legally fixed maximum level of shipping depreciation. For 
the half year ending March 31 last, only one of the 53 
shipping firms paid a dividend. Yet shipping companies in 
other maritime countries generally continued to pay 
dividends despite worldwide depressed freight markets, 

There is no doubt that one of the best methods of 
dealing with the existing state of affairs is through plans 
for unification and mergers, thus cutting down useless com- 
petition and securing cheaper operating costs for the in- 
dustry as a whole. Such measures would provide a more 
radical solution than the mere reduction of interest charges 
on debts, however that might afford temporary relief. 

Unfortunately, however, the shipping industry as a 
whole seems disinclined to take the suggested medicine 
and proceed to drastic merger policies. 


Mr. Shizuo Asada, director of the Maritime Transporta- 
tion Bureau of the Transportation Ministry, recently had 
a three-day series of separate conference with nine Japa- 
nese operators of the Japan-New York cargo liner services 
regarding his bid for closer interenterprise cooperation. 
He proposed that the nine operators should be combined 
into three or four groups to prevent excessive competi- 
tion among themselves and make themselves more com- 
petitive internationally. Such a plan has much to recom- 
mend it, short of a definite merger. 

Of vast importance to the nation, the shipping industry 
must continue to look to the Government for essential 
help. Faced: with ever-growing intermational competition 
and the increasing size of ships, smaller shipping enter- 
prises are finding it more and more difficult to operate 
successfully. But the nation must not be let down on the 
sea, 


The trans-Pacific passenger liner problem illustrates 
some of the actualities of the situation. The Transporta- 
tion Ministry and the Nippon Yusen Kaisha have formulat- 
ed a joint plan that calls for construction of two 33,400-ton 
passenger liners with accommodation on each for 1,200 
passengers, including 200 first class. Beside the building 
cost, the initial expenses are estimated at ¥1,684 million, 
bringing the total cost of ¥24,684 million. 

Such expenditure is beyond the financial capacity of 
private companies under prevailing circumstances. Con- 
sequently, it is planned to build the two ships by means 
of a 100 per cent Government-invested company with Gov- 
ernment loans. This firm would own the two ships and 
entrust their operation to the Nippon Yusen Kaisha.

No Great Mystery 


Walter Lippmann, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, pointed 
out that in Eisenhower's talks 
with Khrushchev the President 
will have no authority to nego- 
tiate for the Western world. He 
cannot make any settlement af- 
fecting the other allies but he 
is quite free to explore all the 
ramifications of the East-West 
struggle. “There is no great 
mystery about the significance 
of the Eisenhower-Khrushchev 
visits. They are a recognition 
of the fundamental fact of the 
world today that the issue of 
peace or war will be decided in 
Moscow and in Washington ... 
Most probably no legal settle- 
ment will be agreed to. But 
a way may well be found to 
avoid a showdown over Berlin.”

Labor Common Front 


The Japan Trade Union 
Congress (Zenro) released a 
statement Wednesday to make it

Socialist Action Policy 

The Socialist Party’s action 
policy drafted for presentation 
to its convention in September 
has been made public. Dominat- 
ing the draft policy is the left 
wing faction’s way of thinking. 
However, the party has failed to 
touch one of its most vital prob- 
lems—its character. In other 
words, the draft policy avoided 
clarifying whether. the party 
should be a national party bas- 
ed on parliamentarism or a class 
party. In the policy, the party 
cautiously avoided any phrase- 
ology as may suggest the denial 
of parliamentarism probably 
for the sake of reaching a com- 
promise between the right and 
left wing factions. Nevertheless, 
the public cannot dispel distrust 
of the Socialist Party. In order 
to win wide public support, the 
party should have hammered 
out a clearcut policy of safe- 
guarding the nation’s parlia- 
mentarism.—Asahi Shimbun 


The Socialist Party has made 
— its draft action policy 
or presentation to its conven- 
tion in September.

Farming Families 

The recent rise in farm in- 
comes have apparently failed to 
improve the dietary habits of 
farming families. According to 
a survey by the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry, farmers take 
only about a half of the aver- 
age Japanese intake of fats, cal- 
cium and vitamin B. It was also 
found that their food intake does 
no vary with. marrked changes 
in the intensity of work from 
the busy season to the slack 
periods. An important reason 
for this is the great dependence 
of Japanese farmers on their 
wives or woman labor. All 
available hands are mobilized 
during the busy season. Hence, 
farm women do not have the 
time or energy left to mind 
their family’s diet. To improve 
the eating habits in the rural 
area, parallel efforts must be 
made to rationalize the pattern 
of work and family relations.— 
— Nippon Shimbun (Fuku-

Physicians in Remote Area 
The Welfare Ministry's plan 
to set up a Medical Institutions 
Finance Bank during next 
fiscal year to encourage physi- 
cians and surgeons to advance 
into remote areas is Welcome. 
Elimination of villages without 
doctors, of which there are 
more than 700 in Japan, is a 
prerequisite to health insurance 
for the nation, scheduled to be 
enforced in fiscal 1961. The 
Welfare Ministry’s plan, never- 
theless, is unsatisfactory in 
that the amount of loans to 
physicians and surgeons is too 
small, and that the loan condi- 
tions, such as interest rates and 
repayment periods, are unfavor- 
able for debtors. The loan 
amount should be increased, in- 
terest rate reduced and the re- 
payment term  lengthened.— 
Kahoku Shimpe (Sendai) 


Not Summit Meetings 

Erwin Canham, in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, said that 
Eisenhower will assure Western 
European leaders that the US. 
will make no bilateral agree 
ments with the Soviet Union 
and that the NATO alliance will 
remain the foundation of U.S. 
policy against Communist ex- 
pansion. 

“If the Soviet Premier tries to 
turn his talks with the Presi- 
dent into a summit meeting, his 
host may be expected to set the 
matter straight. These are not 
summit meetings. They are 
personal visits, interchanges of 
views on a wide variety of mat- 
ters, no doubt, but in no sense 
negotiations.” 

Khrushchey is trying to cre 
ate the impression, and possibly 
gain the reality, of settling the 
affairs of the world with the 
President. “The United States 
will not play that kind of power 
politics. Its own power de- 
pends in no small degred upon 
the diversity of its allies and of 
friendly disposed neutrals. .. . 
The Free World is not a mono- 
lith. It does not follow authori- 
tarian rules. Each nation seeks 
its own well-being, its own des- 
tiny, its own way of life. Some- 
times these goals can only be 
preserved in alliance. But it is 
a voluntary alliance. 


Stabilization of Power 

Seymour Freiden, in the New 
York Post, stated that the ex- 
change of visits was “bilateral 
summitry” no matter what the 
participants called it. “For the 
first time, the heads of the U.S. 
and Soviet governments will 
talk of men and power as they 
see these factors. There will be 
no immediate outside influ- 
ences, in the form of allies or 
supporters, asking to put in 


the great powers. | 

“Neither Khrushchev nor we 
are about to sit down and alter 
maps to divide the world, for 
better or worse. We are going 
to see whether we can stabilize 
the status quo... . It is a stabili- 
zation of power that we are 
both searching for rather than 
extension or expansion which 
carries with it the risk of world 
conflict.” 

This historic attempt should 
be given a chance, “Khrushchev 
is going to the U.S. not to satis- 
fy a boyish curiosity but to set 
in motion agreements not to 
play with fire. Should this 
pitch be misunderstood or 
warped by vote-grabbing politi- 
cians, they would do well to 
remember that the cold war is 
not dead but only in cold 
storage.” , 

Too High-Minded? 

Joseph Alsop, in the Washing- 
ton Post, claimed that Eisen- 
hower has been in favor of a 
Khrushchev visit since long be- 
fore the death of John Foster 
Dulles. “Dulles ... always dis- 
liked summit meetings of any 
sort, and he particularly dislik- 
ed the kind of two-man summit 
that is now about to occur. The 
plain truth is that he thought 
the President too good and high- 
rzuinded for face-to-face negotia- 
tions with the crafty and un- 
scrupulous Khrushchev. Hence 
Dulles gently but rather firmly 
discouraged the President from 
asking Khrushchev to visit this 
country.” 

It is possible that the ex 
change of visits never would 
have been arranged if Dulles 
was alive, but more than likely 
he would have responded to the 
trend of events in the same way 
as the present Secretary of 
State, Christian Herter. 


“POPULATION AND PRO- 
GRESS IN THE FAR EAST.” 
By Warren s. Thompson. 
Chicago, The University of Chi- 
cago Press, 1959. ix, 443 pp. $7.50. 


If there is anything at all to 
the traditional Japanese belief 
that one way to beat the hot 
weather is to read frightening 
ghost tales or other thrillers, 
then this completely new revi- 
sion of W.S. Thompson's 1946 
“Population and Peace in’ the 
Pacific” is just what the weather- 
man ordered: it would be dif- 
ficult to imagine a more fright- 
ening book. 


Today people throughout the 
Far East, but especially in its 
underdeveloped sections, aré 
striving toward the goal of an 
easier, better tomorrow. It is 
exactly this goal which Thomp- 
son here demonstrates is going 
to continue to hover just out 
of their reach so long as no one 
among their leaders is brave 
enough to do anything about 
unrestricted population growth, 

In dealing with an area where 
it is easy to generate a con- 
siderable amount of journalistic 
warmth, Thompson shows ad- 
mirable restraint, and if any- 
thing, his argument gains in ef- 
fectiveness from his dispassion- 
ate argumentation, 


Someday and somehow, 
Thompson shows, man must 
learn to adjust his ability to 
reproduce to his ability to pro- 
duce goods. The only question 
is now whether this will come 
about through the relatively 
benign agency of man’s consci- 
ous control of his own biologi- 
cal conduct, or through the 
terrible “natural” ‘alternatives. 


Of particular importance in 
this revision of Thompson's ear- 
lier work is the emphasis here 
on the fact that until man does 
learn to adjust his amazing cap- 
acity to reproduce himself, in 
some way or other, it is simply 
wishful thinking to hope ever 
to raise living standards any- 
where in the Far East. This is 
quite as true of advanced areas 
like Japan as it is of those re- 
gions now just beginning to 
work toward industrialization. 
But it is especially in connec- 
tion with India and China that 
Thompson is able to make his 
most effective points. 


India appears to suffer from 
a lack of understanding of even 
the simplest facts concerning 
the relation of population. to 
economic development. The re- 
sult is that each step in her 
costly economic development 
program is being canceled: out 
in its effect by rising popula- 
tion, Is it simply lack of under- 
standing, or is it lack of courage 
to challenge traditional religious 
and folk views? 


With China the reasons are 
clearer, and the results if any- 


thing more terrifying. Here ‘|! 


one has now to reckon with the 
almost incredible labyrinths of 
Marxist population dogma, A 
fair sample: “Our country will 
never improve the _ well-being 
of her inhabitants by seeking to 
reduce their number. ..It is 
just because we are such a vast 
population that our nation can 
make such progress.” Along- 
side such statements the my- 
thological and metaphysical 
arguments of certain of the 
more old-fashioned opponents 
of population control seem like 
sweet reason personified. 


For Japan the picture is 
more encouraging than for the 
rest of the Far East, though here 
the harsh means by which a 
somewhat lowered birth rate 


has been achieved are a tragic 
commentary on the recent ap 
proach to this problem in Ja- 
pan, especially in immediate 
postwar days, But for the rest 
of the Far East, Thompson 
makes it clear-that the burden 
of the decision is still up to In- 
dia, China, Pakistan, Ceylon, 
Southeast Asia, Taiwan and Ko- 


‘rea. 


Unless effective and speedy 
measures are taken at once in 
all these areas to bring down 
the appalling birth rate, the 
practical possibility for any 
real improvement in their liv- 
ing standards is nil. Here clear- 
ly is the greatest threat to the 
peace of the Far East and to 
that.of the world: not in tech- 
nological developments in arma- 
ments, deadly though they may 
be, but in the relentless ag- 
gravation of Asia’s own popula- 
tion pressure.—ROY ANDREW

lke’s 4 Big Hopes

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Grand 
hopes and dark fears are grow- 
ing about the coming Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchey meeting de- 
spite official insistence that 
neither are justified. , 

President Eisenhower  de- 
‘scribes his ho as modest. He 
cautions against expecting a 
sudden turn toward peace or an 
abandonment of basic policies 
by either side in the cold. war. 
Premier Khrushchev has been 
equally cautious in public state- 
ments. 

But what do these leaders of 
the opposing camps really ex- 
pect from their unprecedented 
exchange of visits? 

Eisenhower's objectives now 
ean be reported in considerable 
detail on high authority, It is 
known that he has four main 
hopes, each modest in itself, but 
together adding up to a pos- 
sible fresh start toward negoti- 
ating away from the brink of 
World War Three. 

Here is the great hope. It 
also is the great fear of those 
who suspect that “peace in our 
time” appeasement may be the 
price of any negotiated settle- 
ment with the Communists. 

Eisenhower’s four hopeful 
aims are these: 

—To demonstrate to the 
world, particularly the uncom- 
mitted nations of Asia, the 
United States’ willingness and 
determination to exhaust all 
reasonable possibilities in the 
search for peace. 

In his remaining months in 
office he intenda to keep the 
initiative -n a positive effort to

prove America’s desire for ef- 
fective disarmament and fair 
settlements of such thorny is- 
sues as Berlin, 

—To try by frank talk and 
demonstration to the Soviet 
leader to reduce the atmos 
phere of suspicion, which has 
frozen negotiation positions at 
Geneva, to improve the inter 
national climate to loosen the 
chains and shackles which kept 
the foreign ministers from mak- 
ing any progress at Geneva, 

—To give Khrushchev an op- 
portunity in the course of pri- 
vate probing conversations to 
come up with any new idea he 
may have on the Berlin, Ger- 
man and other’ stalemates. 
.Eisenhower will listen recep- 
tively to any such ideas but he 
promises that he will make no 
commitment in behalf of the 
Western Allies). 

—To dispel Khrushchev’s 
misconceptions about the United 
States, its strength and unity, 
thereby perhaps reducing the 
chance that.a war might result 
from Soviet or Chinese Com- 
munist miscalculation. 

Eisenhower angrily rejects 
any suggestion that this dem- 
onstration of flexibility means 
any softening of the U.S, stand 
against Communist expansion 
anywhere in the world. 

His key State Department ad- 
viser and leaders of both parties 
in congress give the same as- 
surances to all who will listen, 

Envoys of NATO, SEATO and 
Baghdad alliances have been 
reassured. But some Allied 
diplomats, whose nations stand 
in the shadow of Soviet and 
Chinese Communist power, are 
still apprehensive. ’ 

No one inclu Eisen- 
hower’s sharpest tics and 
most nervous Allies accuses 
him of preparing for a sell out 
to Russia in the forthcoming 
summit level talks. But in the 
new era of decent negotiations 
which Eisenhower hopes will 
follow some price in conces
